He says that his
rond will 1eist on w  percentsge
smounting to ono-third of the busi-
ness.  In moking this demand he does
8o, ho states not merely in the inter-
oet of the Rock Jaland, but also for
the Burlingion and Cedar Rapids, and
the St, Louis and Minneapolis ronds,
over which Rock Island tesins must
run to resch 8t Paul. Of course,
the two direct lines, the Milwaukee
and the Northwestern, will
NEVER SUBMIT T0O AN ARRANGEMENT
thut allows a lino 120 miles longer
than theirs to demand an cqual®sbare
of the business with them. In fact,
the Milwaukee and St. Paul roads are
disposed to lock upon 1he Rock
Tsland's Albert Len route af o sort of
impertinoneo.  “Why," said a well
informed railvoad men  yesterday,
“there are fiva other routes to St
Paul just as good, and sevarel of themn
much shorter than the Albert Lea
route of the Rock Island. A lhue
might be made over the Northwestern
to Cedar Rapids, then north alongthe
line of tha Barlington & Northern
aud the 8t. Louis & Minneapolis,
This line won!ld be forty-two miles
storter than tho Albert Lea ronte.
Other lines might run to Burlington,
then north over the Codar Rapids &
Northern to Ouumwaa, and then
north over the Iowa Centrai and Mil-
waukee roads, and to Marshalltown,
and vorth via the Iowa Central and
the Miwaukee,”

All of these five possible routes
could do business between St, Paul
and Chicago with as inuch dispatoh as
the Albert Lea route. And, while

inasmuch as it would rcquire o oer:
tuin amount of business to be given
to the Iowa roads, still 1t is held that
any one of thess combinations would
be entitled to just na large a per cent-
age as is the Rock lsland, The Mil-
waukee people even now say that, be-
sidea their direct route, they cun wr-
range one by Dabugau which is short-
er than thoe Albert Lea line, sud just
as rightfolly ensitled o o percentuge
as in the latter,

It is barely poesible that tha Rock
Island may be induced to lower iin
demands in order to eccure the en-
trancoe of the Milwaukeo road, which
has just opened s new line to Omahs,
into the Iowa pool, 1t s understood
that the Milwaukee people are not
partionlarly anzions Lo enter the pool,
and will only do so to avoid the out-
ting of ratea and demeralzistion of
businiss which will reauit 1n the
northwestern business unleas that pool
is patched up.

A further meetivg of the parties
intereaved in arranging these matters
will be held in the Grand Pacific hotel,
